VIOLA KRAUS IS 
‘MISS WILSON’ OF 
ELWELL INQUIRY 


Denies Death Threat 


Tale of Servant. 


New York, July 2.—[{Special.]—Miss 
Viola Kraus, divorced wife of Victor 
Von Schiegell, was revealed today by 
District Attorney Swann as the mys- 
terious “ Miss Wilson,” who admitted 
telephoning to, Joseph Bowne Elwell 
at 2:30 o’clock on the morning he 
was murdered in his home at No. 224 
West Seventieth street. She also is 
the woman referred to by Anna Kane 
as having made threats against the 
gambler’s life. Kane, who was 
Elwell’s housekeeper, now is in Ire- 
land. 

Miss Kraus was one of the last per- 
sons who saw Elwell alive. On the 
night before the murder she and Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter “Lewisohn, the lat- 
ter her sister, and Octavio M. Figureoa, 
a South American journalist, were 
entertained by Elwell on the roof of 
the Ritz-Cariton. As a _ coincidence 
Von Schiegell also was there with a 
young woman. 

Later the Elwell party went to the 
roof of the New Amsterdam theater 
and after witnessing the “ Midnight 
Frolic,” separated in front of the thea- 
ter. The Lewisohns, Miss Kraus, and 
Figureoa, all of them have told the 
investigators, went away in a taxi- 
eab, Jeaving Elwell on the sidewalk. 

Threat to Kill Revealed. 

“Yesterday an original cablegram 
was shown to the district attorney in 
which a former housekeeper of the 
deceased man alleges that ‘Miss Wil. 
son” had threatened in her hearing 
to kill Elwell if he deserted her again,” | 
reads a statement issued by Swann.

Miss Violet Kraus, who is spending the 
summer in the state of New Jersey. 
She was therefore not subject to sub- 
poena from the New York courts. How- 
ever, & came voluntarily, and con- 
sented to submit to a further examina- 


tion. 
Miss Kraus Denies Threat.. 


“The attention of Miss Kraus was 
called to the article in a morning news- 
paper, and she denied categorically 
that she had in the presence or hearing 
of Anna Kane, or any other person, or 
at a time when anybody else Was pres- 
ent, uttered any threats against the 
lige of Joseph B. Elwell. 

“ She further stated that she had not 
been deserted by Elwell and did not 
fear that she would be deserted by 
Elwell; that she was until recently a 
married woman; that he had never pro- 
posed marriage to her, and that the 
subject had never been suggested or 
discussed; that she had known Mr. El- 
well for about eight years and had seen 
him at different times at Palm Beach, 
in New York City, at hotels, places of 
amusement, etc. 

“She said she had not had any con- 
troversy or disagreement with any 
other woman regarding Mr. Elwell _OF 
any other man; that she had my seen 
Anna Kane twice.” 

No Reason for Grudge. 

“She stated that she bore no i!! will 
toward Anna Kane, and could not con- 
ceive of any reason why any charge or 
gtatement should be uttered by Miss 
Kane against her. 

“ She stated that Elwell told her that 
he intende@ to sell all of his horses, 
that they were not running well, and 
he wanted to get rid of them.” 

She said Mr. Elwell liked Mrs. Wil- 
merding. She said that Mrs. Wil- 
merding was visiting at Palm Beach 
three winters ago and that was the 
time that she met Mrs. Wilmerding. 

Mrs. Joseph P. Wilmerding is the di- 
vorced wife of Cuthbert Mortimer Wil- 
merding. 

“There was absolutely no reason,” 
she ie quoted as saying, “for ‘ Miss 
Wilson’ to hold any real or fancied 
grievance against me because. of my 
casual friendship for Mr. Elwel.”

end of the first session tomorrow. 

Colby to Stop McAdoo? 

In an elevénth-hour attempt to halt 
McAdoo’s steady progress toward 
achievement of the requirite two 
thirds majority, Charles F. Murphy, 
of New York, George Brennan of Il- 
linois, and other leaders of the anti- 
administration forces were in session 
at midnight, discussing plans to con- 
centrate all their strength on Colby 
as soon as Attorney General Palmer 
and Gov. Cox of Ohio shall be elim- 
inated. 

“It was calculated that with the Pal- 
mer, Cox, Edwards, Tammany and 
some other aggregations of delegates 
approximately 540 votes could be de- 
livered to Colby in the effort to stop 
McAdoo. Such calculations concede 
McAdoo 653 votes, a slight majority, 


See Danger to Program. 

The anti-administration leaders 
recognize the danger that their fol- 
lowers may not stick to the program 
and that a rush for the bandwagon 
may put McAdoo over before there is 
time to concentrate on Colby. 

Some of the wisest men in the ag- 
gregation opposed to McAdoo fear that 
the plan to unite on Colby. comes too 
late to stop the stampede to the presi- 
dent's son-in-law projected by the job- 
holders’ combine, Colby leaped to the 
fore as the dark horse favorite follow- 
ing his forceful speech to the conven- 
tion on the platform this afternoon. 
Although 2 Democrat.of less than four | 
years’ standing, he appeals strongly 
to the wet element and ie acceptable 
to many Republicans who are opposed 
to taking the “crown prince of the 
Wilson dynasty” for party standard 
Forced Into Adjournment. 

During the second roll call Cone 
Johnson, floor leader the McAdoo 
forces: Ed Moore, representing Cox, 
and former Congressman Carlin, repre- 
senting Paimer, were in conference 
on the question of continuing the bal-

FINANCIAL ACHIEVEMENTS 


A review of the record of the Demo- 
cratic party during the administration 
of Woodrow Wilson presents a chapter 
of substantial achievements unsur- 
passed in the history of the republic.

Advocates Tax Reforms. 


We advocate tax reform and a 
searching revision of the war revenue 
acts to fit peace conditions so that 
the wealth of the nation may not be 
withdrawn from productive enterprise 
and diverted to wasteful or nonproduc- 
tive expenditure. 

We demand prompt action by the 
next congress for a complete survey 
of existing taxes and their modifica- 
tion and simplification with a view to 
secure greater equity and justice in 
tax burden and improvement in ad- 
ministration. 


PUBLIC ECONOMY 


Claiming to have effected great econ- 
omies in government expenditures, the 
Republican party cannot show the re- 
duction of one dollar in taxation as a 
corollary of this false pretense. In 
contrast, the last Democratic congress 
enacted legislation reducing taxes 
from eight billions, designed to be 
raised, to six billions for the first 
year after the armistice, and to four 
billions thereafter, and there the tota} 
is left undiminished by our political 
adversaries. Two years after armistice 
day a Republican congress provides 
for expenditures the stupendous sun 
of $5,403,390,327.30. 

Affecting great paper economies by 
reducing departmental estimates of 
sums which would not have been spent 
in any event, and by reducing formal 
appropriations, the Republican state- 
ment of expenditures omits the preg- 
nant fact that congress authorized the 
use of $1,500,000,000 in the hands of 
various departments and bureaus, 
which otherwise would have been cov- 
ered into the treasury, and which 
should be added to the Republican total 
of expenditures. 


| HIGH COST. OF LIVING 


The high cost of living and the de- 
preciation of pond values in this cour.- 
try are primarily due to wer itself, to 
the necessary governmental expendi- 
tures for the destructive purposes of 
war, to private extravagance, to the 
world shortage of capital, to the infla- 
tion of foreign currencies and credits 
and in large degree te conscienceless 
profiteering. 

The Republican party is responsible 
for the failure to restore peace and 
peace conditons in Europe, which is a 
principle cause of post-armistice infla- 
tion the world over. It has denied 
the demand of the president for nececs- 
sary legislation te deal with secondary 
and local causes. 

The sound policies pursued by the 
treasury and the federal reserve sys- 
tem have limited in this country, 
though they could not prevent the in- 
flation which was world wide.

BUDGET 


In the interest of economy and good 
administration, we favor the creation 
of an effective budget system that 
will function in accord with the prin- 
ciples of the constitution. The re- 
form should reach both the executive 
anc legislative aspects of the ques- 
tion. : 

The supervision and preparation of 
the budget should be vested in the 
secretary cf the treasury as the rep- 
resentetive of the president. The 
budget, as such, should not be in- 
creased by the congress except by a 
two-thirds vote, each house, however, 
being free to exercise its constitu- 
tional privilege of making appropria- 
tions through independent bills. 
Consideration of Bills, 

The appropriation bills should be 
considered by «ingle committees of the 
house and senate. The audit system

A budget bill was passed in the clos- 
ing days of the second session of the 
Sixty-sir*h congress which, invalidated 
by plain constitutional defects and de- 
faced by considerations of patronage, 
the president was obliged to veto. The 
house amended the bill to meet the 
executive objection. We condemn the 
Republican senate for adjourning witn- 
out passing the amended measure, 
when by devoting an hour or two morn 
to this urgent public business a budget 
system could have been provided.

AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS | 


To the great agricultural interests of 
the country the Democratic party does 
not find it necessary to make prom- 
ises. It already is rich in its record 
of things actually accomplished. 

For nearly half a century of Repub 
lican rule not a sentence was written 
into the federal statutes affording 
one dollar of bank credits to the farm- 
ing interests of America. 

In the first term of this Democratc 
adminstration the national bank act 
was so altered as to authorize loans of 
five years maturity on improved 
farm lands. Later was  estab- 
lished a system of farm loan banks 
from which the borrowings already 
exceed $300,000,000, and under which 
the interest rate to farmérs has been 
so materially reduced as to drive out 
of business the farm loan sharks who 
formerly subsisted by extortion upon 
the great agricultural interests of the 
country. 

Credit Given to Farmers. 


Thus it was a Democratic congress 
in the administration of a Democratic 
president which enabled the farmers of 
America for the first time to obtain 
credit upon reasonable terms and in- 
sured their opportunity for the future 
development of the nation’s agricul- 
tural resources, 

Tied up in Supreme court proceed- 
ings in a suit by hostile inferests, the 
federal farm loan system, originaliy 
opposed by the Republican candidate 
for the presidency, appealed in vain to 
tide over the interim between the be- 
ginning and the end of the currenc 
year, awaiting a final decision of the 
highest court on the validity of the 
contested act, 

We pledge prompt and consistent 
support of sound and effective meas- 
ures to sustain, amplify, and perfect 
the rural credits statutes, and thus to 
check and reduce the growth and 
cause of farm tenancy. 


What Democrats Did. 


Not only did the Democratic party 
put into effect a great farm loan sys- 
tem of land mortgage banks, but it 
passed the Smith-Lever agricultural

i WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE | 


We indorse the proposed nineteenth 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States granting equal suffrage 
to women. We congratulate the leg- 
islatures of thirty-five states which 
have already ratified said amendment, 
and we urge the Democratic governors 
and legislatures of Tennessee, North 
Carolina, and Florida, and such states 
as have not yet ratified the federal 
suffrage amendment to unite in an ef- 
fort to complete the process of ratifi- 
cation and secure the thirty-sixth state 
in time for all the women of the United 
States to participate in the fall elec- 
tion. 


WOMEN IN INDUSTRY 


We urge codperation with the states 
for the protection of child life through 
infancy and maternity care; in the pro- 
hibition of child labor, and by adequate 
appropriations for the children’s bu- 
reau in the department of labor.

The federal road act of 
1916, enacted by a Democratic con- 
gress, represented the first systematic 
effort of the government to insure the 
building of an adequate system of roads 
in this country. The act, as amend- 
ed, hag resulted in placing the move- 
ment for improved highways on & 
progressive and substantial basis in 
every state in the union and in bring- 
ing under actual construction more 
than 13,000 miles of roads suited to 
the traffic needs of, the communities 
in which they are located. 

We favor a continuance of the pres- 
ent federal aid plan under existing 
federal and state agencies, amended 
80 as to include as one of the elements 
in determining the ratio in which the 
several states shall be entitled to share 
inithe fund; the area of any public 
lands therein. 


Rural Free Delivery. 

Inasmuch as the postal service 
been extended by the Democratic party 
to the door of practically every pro- 
ducer and every consumer in the coun- 
try (rural free delivery alone having 
been provided for 6,000,000 additional 
patrons within the last eight years 
without material added cost), we de- 
clare that this instrumentality can and 
will be used to the maximum of its ca- 
pacity to improve the efficiency of dis- 
tribution and reduce the cost of living 
to consumers while increasing the prof- 
itable operations of producers. 

We strongly favor the increased use

Labor Human, Not a Commodity. 


Labor is not a commodity; it is human. 

Those who labor have rights and the 
national security and safety depend 
upon a just recognition of those rights 
and the conservation of the strength 
of the workers and their families in the 
interest of sound hearted and sound 
headed men, women, and children. 
Laws regulating hours of labor and 
conditions under which labor is per. 
formed, when passed in recognition of 
the conditions under which life must 
be lived to attain the highest develop. 
ment and happiness, are just asser- 
tions of the national interest in the 
welfare of the people. 

At the same time, the nation depends 
upon the products of labor; a cessation 
of production means !oss and, if con- 
tinued long, disaster. The whole peo- 
ple, therefore, have a right to insist 
that justice shall be done to those who 
work, and in turn that those whose 
labor creates the necessities upon 
which the life of the nation depends 
must recognize the reciprocal obliga- 
tion between the worker and the state. 


Should Aid in Making Laws.

We pledge our party to stand for 
equality of rates, both import and 
export, for the ports of the country 


The federal government should treat 
with the utmost consideration every 
disabled soldier, sailor, and marine of 
the world war, whether his disability 
be due to wounds received in line of 
action or to health impaired in service; 
and for the dependents of the brave 


| men who died in line of duty the gov- 


ernment’s tenderest concern and rich- 
est bounty should be their requital. 

The fine patriotism exhibited, the 
heroic conduct displayed by American 
soldiers, sailors, and marines at home 
and abroad, constitute a sacred heri- 
tage of posterity, the worth of which 
can never be recompensed from the 
treasury and the glory of which must 
not be diminisheu by any such expe- 
dients. 

The Demoeratic administration wise- 
ly established a war risk insurance bu- 
reau, giving 4,500,000 of enlisted men 
insurance at unprecedentedly low rates, 
and through the medium of which com- 
pensation of men and women injured 
in service is readily adjusted, and hos- 
pital facilities for those whose health 
is impaired are abundantly afforded. 


Pledge Land Aid to Soldiers.

We believe that no‘higher or more 
valued privilege can be afforded to an 
American citizen than to become a 
freeholder ih the soil of the United 
States, and to that end we pledge our 
party to the enactment of soldier set- 
tlements ani home aid legislation 
which will afford to the men 
fought for America the opportunity to 
become land and home owners under 
condions affording genuine govern- 
ment assistance, unincumbered by 
needless difficulties of red tape or ad- 
vance financial investment. 


THE RAILROADS 


The railroads were subjected to fed- 
eral control as a war measure without 
other i¢ea than the swift transport of 
troops, munitions, and supplies. When 
human life and national hopes were at 
stake profits ceuld not be considered, 
and were not. The equipment taken 
over was not only gross)y ir idequate 
but shamefully outworn. Unification 
practices overcame these initial handi- 
caps and provided additicns, better- 
roents, and improvements. 

Economies enabled operation with- 
out the rate raises that private con- 
trol would have found necessary, and 
labor was treated with an exact jus- 
tice that secured the enthusiastic co- 
operation that victory demanded. The 
fundamental! purpose of federal contro} 
was achieved fully and splendidly, and 
at far less cost to the taypaver than 
would have been the case under pri- 
vate operation.

Henry Wales of Tue Trisuxe foreign news 6erv- 
ice cables from Brussels, where Sir Henry Wilson 
and Marshal Foch are conferring, that Gen. Pilsud- 
ski has appealed for help to stem the advance of 
the Red army. “The British believe,” says Mr. 
Wales, “that. recognition of the sdviets is the sole 
means of saving Poland. The French fear the 
-_bolsheviki are in Maison with the Germans, forming 
a solid military block and creating a new menace.” 

John Steele, THE TrrBuNe correspondent at Lon- 
don, cables that Krassin, the bolshevik commercial 
emissary to open commercial relations with the 
soviet government, has failed, and that “ the, Brit- 
ish are convinced Russia is unable to deliver the 
goods and that the soviet government is doomed 
to an early fall.” :

It has succeeded and is still 
strong in its military phase because there it has 
support of all patriotic Russians, who resent the 
Polish invasion and all effort to dismember or 
weaken Russia. 

But in home affairs the cruelties, tyranny, and 
inefficiency -of the bolshevik partisan régime have 
shaken its authority. Mr. Clayton believes it is 
the resentment and fear of foreign intervention 
which alone sustains the power of the Lenin- 
Trotzky régime. As that danger fades opposition 
to this régime gathers strengths Military opinion

ence at Brussels reflects the military situation, 
which is again favorable to the Red armies. Diplo- 
matic opinion reported by Mr. Steele from London 
reflects the internal economic and politica! situation 
where bolshevism is losing strength.

URGEON GENERAL CUMMINGS 
ann the discovery, of what 
seems to a cure for leprosy. It 
is an ethyl ester of chalmoogra oil. 

Chalmoogra off has long enjoyed a 
limited reputation as a cure for leprosy, 
but it was So unpleasant to take that it 
was not making much neadway as a 
cure. Surgeon General Cummings says 
that sufferers come willingly for treat- 
ment to the leprosy investigation station 
in Hawaii and not a single secreted case 
was found on the island. 

In October, 1919, forty-eight lepers 
| treated by this method were found to 
_ be free from active evidence of the dis- 
ease, were paroled, and up to the present 
time they have remained free from the 
disease. 

Even before this remedy was discov- 
ered leprosy was regarded as a mod- 
erately curable disease. In an address 
on leprosy by Dr. F. L. Hoffman of the 
Prudential Life Insurance company the 
statement is made that 4.2 per cent of 
the males and 13.2 per cent of the fe- 
males admitted to the Louisiana leprosy 
, colony have been discharged as cured. 
}In all probability most of these were 
| treated with some preparation of chal: 
moogra oii. 

The theme ot DF. Hoffman's address 
was the need of 4 leprosy conference 
and also the establishment of the Na- 
tlonai Leprosy colony for which con- 
grees appropriated three years ago. If 
we have @ leprosy cure on the one 
hand and a considerable number of 
lepers on the other, we have all the ele-~ 
ments calling for action. ;' 


The number of known cases of lep- 
rosy in Louisiana is 87, in California, 39; 
in Massachusetts, 13; Minnesota, 10; 
New York City, 28; Pennsylvania, 6; 
Texas, 33, and isolated cases in ten or 
fifteen states, according to Hoffman. His 
estimate is that there are 250 cases and 
450 to 600 known and suspected cases. 

One hundred and twenty deaths from 
leprosy have been recorded in the regis- 
tration area in the last ten years. Dr. 
Isadore Dyer of New Orleans, who prob- 
ably knows more about the disease than 
any one else in America, estimates the 
number of cases as 800 to 1,200. Dr. 
Howard Fox estimates it as 500 to 1,000, 
D>. Martin Engman’'s estimmte is 800.

The truth of the matter was that 
Von Kluck did not carry out instruc- , 
tions, even disobeyed orders, and was 
led on by tactical successes until he | 
was halted at last bf heroic efforts of 
the supreme command on the edge of 
strategic collapse.

His supply divisions were inef- 
ficient; he complains bitterly that Ger- 
many had neglected this arm of the 
service during, the years of- prepara- 
He complains constantly of the 
error, or total absence, of intelligence 
regarding the enemy. He worked at 
heavy disadvantage, he explains, be- 
cause Von Bulow did not reveal to him 
the whole strategic situation of alf the 
armies; he believed, for instanée, that 
the German armies in the east of 
France were moving forward as swiftly 
as he was, instead of being held up by 
the Lorraine forts. 


Taken by Surprise, 

However, Gen. von Kluck, in seem- 
ing innécence, narrates his failures to 
follow the direction of his superiors, 
and certainly the prominent weak spot 
in his own army’s organization was its 
lack of intelligence regarding the very 
troops with which it was in contact. 
He admits the supreme cOmmand set 
for him specifically the task of watch- 
ing for a sortie from Parts, but see 
his astonishment when, on the evening 
of Sept. 5, a report arrived “of the 
presence of strong enemy forces about 
Dammartin to the northeast of Paris.”

FEEDING COWS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


RAIN is needed to supplement 
the dairy cows’ grass during the 
grazing season. Those experi- 
enced in producing milk economl- 
cally claim grain can be fed along with 
grass even at present prices, and there 
will be more profit than if pasture 
alone is depended upon. 
Experts have tried to figure out a 
grain mixture that would balance the 
pasture grass for the entire grazing 
period, but they have fo 
tically impossible, because in early 
spring grass contains much more pro- 
tein than later in the season. The 


tain such concentrates as corn meal, 
wheat bran, ground oats, gluten. feed, 
and cotton seed meal. These are the 
best grains. 

As the season advances, cotton seed 
meal should be gradually added. Later, 
when the grass is burned up, as it 
often is, a full portion of protein feed 
should be used. 


From four to seven pounds of grain 
a day for each cow will usually be 
sufficient, except in case of heavy pro- 
ducers, when as much as ten pounds 
may be used economically. Some fol- 
low the rule of feeding Holsteins and 
Ayrshires one pound of grain for every 
seven pounds of milk, and Jerseys 
and Guernseys one pound of grain for 
every five pounds of milk. At this 
season a mixture of*corn and oatg will 
give good results. A mixture of one 
part oats and two parts corn is about 
right. More high protein feed should
